Dr.. Casey A. Woovi, donator i: 
s. voral importa.ni gifts' to McGill, has 
again expressed a desire to present 
museum collection to his Aima M'atoi 
Or. Casey recently smmWfd over 
remarkable collection of old Sinhalese 
.-Ivor coins. principally fish-hook 
money, while dlgtring around in Ce?' 
Ion. Through the exorcise of a little 
pressure, he was able to secure this 
treasure trove, which contains coins 
cast within the last 2000 years, and 
containing snmr coins not contained 
in the British museum or the Colombo 
museum; for presentation to McGill 
Dr. Wood is going around the worid 
pursuing -his studies of the ornithology 
m foreign countries. He spent one 
winter in British Guiana and. last winter 
in the South Seas. This year he 1s 
spending the time in Ceylon where h 
lias already made a collection of palm 
leiif manuscripts and writing imple- 
ments, which are now on view in the 
library museum. While engaged n 
llrs work he found thé coins in the 
ruins of ar. ancient temple near 
Kaiidy. He will be shlr>p;r.g these coins 
in the near future to the Curator at 
M c.Gill. but hopes to be back him 
self to firrnnc-e the collection. His 
return may not take place till the 
early part of 1927 however. Dr. Lomer, 
University librarian announced Sat 
lirday that a further collection made 
by Dr. Word in Ceylon, of native 
ni'-dical mnnuscripts and drug boxes 
will be on exhibition in the medical 
museum next week. 
. Dr. Wood is a graduate and Ll.D 
of McGill. the latter degree being 
conferred at the Centenary reunion 
He is a retired physician, who has 
been interesting himself in collecting, 
in various parts of the world. He ha* 
donated the optba'.mological collection 
of books to ths- medical library and 
the Emma Shearer "Wood collection 
of ornithological books to the univer- 
sity library. He was also instrumental 
in the donation of the Rlaekador col- 
lection of zoology. While in the 
southern latitudes he had prepared a 
series of nearly two hundred painting 
of native bird life, many of which are 
now ijj the. library, and the remainder 
of which are on their way.

ZOlogy and otology awarded 'by the 
combined hoard of the Royol College 
of Physicians ànd purgeons of England 
a cable received over the week-end an- 
nounced.

Group Met Saturday in Con- 
ference with Milton 
Stauffer 

A splendid fellowship was realized 
on Saturday by n group of some 
twenty-five men who went out to SI 
Laurent for a short conference 
throughout the afternoon, as was only 
natural the gathering was a tlttl 
unresponsive, but In the evening. Tol 
lowing; n masterly présentation of the 
Chinese difficulties by Mr. Milton 
S bluffer the discussion was entered 
into wholc-lipartedly, And (he result 
of this was that when the time rame 
for breaking up, there whs a real 
sense of unity that made the closing 
moments very Impressive. 

Leaving Strathcona llnll about 
two-thirty, the party went by street 
car to St. Laurent, where they wern 
welcomed at the United Church by 
Mr. McMurraV, tin- pastor. The first 
hour was spent in a very frank In 
trospoctlon; in other words, the pinrp 
and activity of the S. C. A. on Ihc 
McGill campus were studied, and 
suggestions wore made as to how It 
could servn better. This discussion 
was led by Mr. Stauffer, who was 
able to do it well, as he himself wow 
realK peeking information regarding 
the work. Suggestions that a closer 
bond of union between those who are 
now in touch with the Association 
might well be attempted, and that the 
way might be made easier for those 
who would to join the fellowship, 
were brought out. 

Time was spent, too, on the relation 
of undergraduates : , t McOill to the 
McGill Mission in Ceylon. Dr, Clifford 
Chairman of the McOill Mission Com- 
mittee and Harry Avlson. former 
genera] secretary of the S.C.A 
assisted in the setting forth of the 
question in its true light. The feeling 
of . the group wa^s that the Association 
should allot an amount from its 
budget each year to the Mission, and 
that it should he represented on the 
McGill MiF.iion committee by two 
members. 

Following a most enjoyable 'supper 
and a cheery singsing around th 
piano. Mr. 'Stauffer set very clearly 
before the gathering the underlaying 
facts of the Chinese situation, and 
traced the progress of recent « vents 
in a, convincing; manner.

The conclusion 
reached was that what students here 
can do is to appreciate the facts, nnd 
then adopt a sympathetic attitude;

China.

Mr. Milton Stauf.rei 
of New y„rk. delivered an address 
on the present day nnd pa*.; conditions 
In i ho Chlnose a.nd Indian missionary 
t'inlds ami went on to show hmv l|,i> 
Fast, was ii.wnkenlng and beginning to 
think for Itse.ir in religious milliers. 

The service opened with a short 
violin sold aftor which Dr. Smyth an- 
nounced tlm rirst hymn. Tills was 
followed by 'I he pronouncing or (he 
Invocation by Mr. Smyth and by the 
l.orifi |»ra.yer. There whs more sing- 
ing and thon Dr. Warrlner led ihe 
cotigrogatlon in prayer. Artor another 
hymn Sir Arthur Currle read the 
Lesson. The offering was then taken. 
Following the rourlh hymn Dr Smyth 
introduced thi> preacher'. In doing so 
he stated that Mr. Stauffer hod but 
recently returned from China where 
he had spent six ye.nrs. Iieinr. during 
the lost four years of bin stay. Secre- 
tary of the National 'Christian Sur- 
vey. He also mentioned 'that Mr. 
Stauffer graduated from Trinceton In 
1010 and had a'so |n,ken post-gradu- 
ate work ar Ya'e and Chicago Uni- 
versities. ;

Mr. Stauffer starled off by saying 
that he .supprsed we -were thinking a 
great, deal of church questions In our 
own land hut. that he was lo speak 
of the universal Christian church. He 
said that there wer ; 4i three common 
views with rgard to missions: the 
traditions', sympathetic and critical.

Forum 

"The family wage" system of wage 
distribution was oxptoj'ned hy Prof. 
.1. I'. Day of the lîronornlcs Depart- 
ment ni the I'eople's Forum loM night 
Under the system outlined n reculai 
wage Is paid m all workers married 
or single Ihen run of an uqiiallzatlon 
fund are paid allowances to married 
men with fanviHes to support. 

The ■•uhcnic originated in Prance 
where It has now l|een extended con- 
siderably. Something of lh« kind is in 
operation In ' let-many while the 
Australians hn.ve serlounly considered 
Its adoption. 

Differeni people, said Dr. Day see 
different result arising from the 
system hut he felt that, above all il 
wa« R.lmcd at bettTlng the conditions 
of (he children. 

The need of Improvement In social 
conditions lu Ihe system of rermmei-- 
nting the worker 's quiet evident. Dr. 
Day gave as particular hurtancefl the 
.situation nmong the Scottish working 
ohtwies and In London. A minimum 
wage has been tried in many district* 
but It has Inevitably resulted in either 
unemployment or a rise in prices and 
the cost of living. 

The operation of the family wage 
idoa In a restricted area, would per- 
haps; resulted In the exodus of single 
men from that area and an Influx of 
married men leaving the ndustries 
of that area at ». d I sad van tac e In com- 
petition with other simltiar industries 
Thus it m'gbt l^ necps,îar.v to have 
tlio system in force in all Industries 
throughout Hie country. 

The speaker destlt with many details 
incidental to the working of the 
system, its organization etc. 

Several questions were asked at Hif 
close of the address. Processor Waugh 
presided.

He explained how ,»is or seven hun 
dred years rngo we had nothing that 
the Chinese wished. Then came the 
era of discovery nnd invention. The 
Chinese referred to us as foreign 
devils beciUiHo we were so ingenious 
They wnnted Co tide nnd Introduce out 
Inventions Into their laud but soon 
found t hait they must train their people 
to handle lhe.se machines. In this way 
their educational system began. Then 
came the Boxer uprising and in p:«cn 
or the old dynasty thoro arose a. re- 
public, fashioned after western 
methods 

Then the war eame a.nd tlm 
Chine«e bald "Everything lu tho Weal 
Is not good.' They deoldod that the 
Christianity ns practised hy West wan 
not suitable and now they are trying 
to introduce or build up a civilization 
which is neither eaetorn or western 
but which contains the bust points of 
each. \ • 

The present western economic 
system Is making the lives of many 
Chinese, miserable. These people work 
for almost nothing for eighteen or 
more hours per day in factories con- 
trolled by western capitalists. To-day 
lhor« a/re 3000 business and foreign 
government officia'* In China but 
only fit; missionaries. 

Christians are now actually held In 
contempt by Ihe Çhlnoke for their 
Unchristian acts and greed . The 
Chinese sa.y that before the mission- 
aries oa.mc : ,ihny had land but no hibloa 
whereas now they have bibles hut no 
land. They claim that Christian reli- 
gion .IB practised hy the white race 
Is a humbug; lluil there is not hi nig in 
it- and that it '« in league with 
mlliloj-lsm and capltallnm. 

The missionary In China to-day has 
to actually make apologies for the 
Unchristian nets of his oountirymen; 
he has to admit that hi« country Is 
not really Christian. When mhision- 
arle.s first wont out to China the 
natives Insisted on (tarrying their 
mggage and would wait two or .hrce 
lours to' see a while man but. to-day 
It I* a real handicap •<> be a white man 
In certain paris °f t>'c Orient.

The cancellation of the Union House Dance seems 
caused little stir among the undergraduate body, nor, at firsl sight, 
does it seem nt all necessary lhat the disinclination of students to 
attend a dance should bring forth any criticism. Many 
consider il a good sign. 

The trouble, is not that students aren't going to dances. They 
still are; but they seem to be going to every kind of a dance ex-| 
cept one intended for the whole university. When the question' 
is carefully considered can there not be seen manifested a further 
step in the growth of faculty and sectional spirit at the expense of 
McGill unity? 

McGill, as we sec it, has always been proud of its non-pro- 
vincial attitude. It has stood as a university dedicated to the ser. 
vice not of one province nor one section, but to the service of all 
the divisions and races of the Dominion, and welcoming peoples 
from all the countries of the world. Was that not James McGill's 
ideal when he signed the bequest that made possible this univer- 
sity? We have been told again and again that it was. If such in- 
stitutions as the Daily and the Union stand for anything they stand 
for a united McGill. In the accounts of the opening of the Students 
Union almost twenty years ago we read that the whole purpose of 
its establishment was to provide a meeting-place where the under- 
graduates of MdGill might come together on a common footing ir- 
respective of faculties. 

Are we getting jiway from those ideals of the past? It looks 
like it. Students patronize their own faculty functions, but their 
lack of interest in an all-McGill affair necessitates its cancellation. 
Viewed in ascertain light that cancellation appears as something of 
a tragedy. 

Years ago students were not allowed to hold dances in uni- 
versity buildings other than the Union. After the war functions in 
these buildings began to be put on. The tendency has been grow- 
ing, and with it the fostering of a sectional spirit until the whole prob- 
lem has become alarming. Now. if we wish to retain the idea of 
i unified McGill the old regulations restricting university dances 
to the Union may hevc to be once more brought into force.

WANTED — A UNIVERSITY PRESS

Now that it has been definitely decided that McGill is to 
.have a new building for itr Faculty of Arte, University authorities 
will no doubt be turning their attention to other needs of McGill. 
At both Oxford and Cambridge, the University Press is an import- 
ant institution; at the University of Toronto it is proving more and 
more so as time goes on that it is a useful organization and not 
merely an ornament. 

To starï a University Press needs money, but even, produc- 
ing matter ai a minimum price, it should be able to ca/ry on on 
jts own. Those consideration should be carefully noted; for.it 
means that only sufficient money will have to be found to start the 
Press. When once it has been organized there will be no further 
expense attached to the University. 

The question will also arise as to whether there is any justifi- 
cation at the present time for the establishment here of a Univer- 
sity printing house. Most decidedly there is. The name of a 
University is carried abroad for the moat part by the work of its 
graduates. A University press would be greatly conducive to the 
publication of the theses submitted by our candidates for higher 
degrees. The excellent work started last session by the Depart- 
ment of Economics artd Political Science in having several of its 
theses published could be extended to other equally important 
•.departments of the University 

point of view, there is the fact that 
ctins could be published at this es 
tablishment. From time to time, the "East Wing"' issues other 
.publications which could be taken care of by our printers. Stu- 
dent publications arc beginning steadily to mount in numbers — 
; these likewise could ,be printed in our own shop. 

Attached to the University Press could be that great require, 
ment — A University Book Store. The prices thai students are com- 
pelled to pay at the present time for their books and other supplies 
is nothing short of exhorbitant. Running on a small margin of 
.profit, just a little over the amount necessary to meet overhead 
expenditures, the bookstore could pay off some of the initial cost 
of the Press and at the same time benefit the student body consi- 
derably. 

•The project is worthy of consideration; more especially now 
that the New Arts Building is to be an actuality. A University Press 
and A University Book Store are not mere fads, they arc necessary 
jajjpurtenances of any University.

THE "THINKING" STUDENT 

The startllmr number of student 
conférences, assembllen and conven- 
tions throiiRhout the country on na- 
tional. International, and purely acade- 
mic and student questions leads to the 
belief that the American college stu- 
dent, the target for satirical penluaes 
for the past few years, may not after 
all he its provincial . as he has been 
painted. The picture of the average 
oollore student. ■ "goost-steppinp" 
through an accepted routine of football 
rallies, fraternity "blowouts," predi- 
gested and ma.ss-admlnistered educa- 
tion,' with College Humor as his liter- 
ary guide and heavy "necking" as his 
chief social interest, trtny have been 
a Utile overdone. 

Jf nothing else, the college student 
oi today is ut least thinking. This is 
manifest on all sides. In religion he re- 
fuss to have antiquated theological 
dogmas forced upon him. He prefers to 
work out his own ideals and has pro- 
ceeded in a large degree to throw aside 
hypocritical- standards', and live his 
own 'life as he thinks It may best bo 
lived. Whereupon a largo hue and cry- 
is raised about the "problem "afforded 
by the younger generation" bocauae lie 
refuses to confirm with ideas and 
standards adhered to (perhaps not ua 
closely as they would have us believe) 
by a past generation. 
YButitlio significant thing about the 
><joUi of. today is the fact he is think- 
ing. College presidents arc finding this 
an -increasingly difficult problem lo 
deal with. Students actually have come 
to the brazen point where they insist 
upon having a say in what they shall 
be taught. The rising dissatisfaction 
with present academic methods, based 
on the unprecedented notion that the 
students know more of what they want 
than those appointed to teach thorn, Ih 
not only revolutionary, but is viewed 
in many cases lis actual insubordin- 
ation. 

Two thousand ' ninety- two of the 
8,800 students of the College of tho 
City of New York recently voted 
against compulsory military training 
and submitted a signed petition lo the 
college authorities asking ihem to do 
away with the compulsory clause. An- 
swering the torrent of abuse from mili- 
tary sources that followed this action, 
President ilvtes, laughed It off as a 
boyish prank, saying, "The boys s re 
acting the way boys usually act — are 
trying to avoid lulling u course that 
requires two hours u week of incon- 
venient attendance." Thu Occident, a 
literary magazine In the University of 
California, has been suppressed be- 
cause ii criticized the college policy of 
Gigantism, opposed compulsory mili- 
tary I raining, and, directly, bccauBO of 
the publication of a satirical article on 
Hie nativity that offended the good 
taste of Venn Baldwin, M. Wood. Thu 
éditer of the Trinity paper was re- 
cently suspended tor daring to criticise 
a' chapel talk ' lb which his Dean ail- 
oealed a. Trinity typo as opposed to 
Individualism. The Dartmouth Itoporl, 
the agitation for "honors courses" and 
the insistunco upon personal détermin- 
ai ion in the courses of study lo bo 
pursued, in colleges throughout, the 
country, arc not only evldonecs of a 
desire on the purl, of the students to 
do their own thinking but octiiul indi- 
cations that they intend to do it. 

As is the cane in religion, so in edu- 
cation. We have our liberals and fun- 
damentalists. Tlie liberal educators, 
sensing Ihc spirit of the tlmca, are 
quick to appreciate and -welcome the 
"thinking" student mid adapt their 
methods of teaching. Tho fundamen- 
talists still cling to methods of "spoon- 
feeding" considered efficacious in their 
day and atlernpt to siippieiiti Individual 
thinking by substft iitlng handmade anil 
pre-dlgestod pedagogy. 

But history has proven thai the fun- 
damentalist must inevitably give way 
to the liberal.-— Springfield Studcnl.

And now tho report of Ohio educa- 
tors indicates that those In charge of 
tlie secondary schools have seen the 
evils ommnnntlng from standardiz- 
ation both in the curriculum and in 
methods of Instruction and are of- 
fering what seems to be a construc- 
tive solution to the problem.

Higher education does no- 
always come with a state grant char- 
tcrinc a college.
